Edmund Gros, former director of the 
American ambulance and the Lafayette 
escadrille, arrived at the end of an 
all-night automobile dash from Paris. 

The death of the princess comes less 
than a fortnight after the suicide of 
Alfred Allegretti in the Hotel Rhine, 
Place Vendome, because the mother re- 
fused to permit the marriage of Fran- 
cesco to him on the plea the girl, who 
was 17, was too young. 

Death Due to Malaria. | 

The death certificate announces that 
the death was due to natural causes. 
Dr. Gros said the girl was suffering 
from the toxic effects of acute malaria.

The subcommittee of the resolu- 
tions committee of the Republican 
national committee at 1 o'clock this 
morning completed its draft of the 
platform, with the exception of two 


the Mexican policy. The platform, 


committee, with these two excep- 
tions, is as follows: 

The Republican party, assembled in 
representative national convention, re- 
affirms its unyielding devotion to the 
constitution of the United States and 
to the guarantees of civil, political, and 
religious liberty therein contained. It 
will resist all attempts to overthrow 


the foundations of the government or 
to weaken the force of its controlling 


principles and ideals, whether these 
attempts be made im the form of in- 
ternational policy or domestic agita- 
tion. 

For seven years the national goy- 
ernment has been controlled by the 
Democratic party. During that pened 
a war of unparalleled magnitude has 
shaken the foundations of civilizatien, 
decimated the population of Europe, 
and left in its train economic misery 


self. 


plete unpreparedness for peace. 
Unpreparedness for War. 
Inexcusable failure to make timely 


against the Democratic administration 
in the conduct of the war. Had not 
our associates protected us, both on 
land and sea, during the final twelve 
months of our participation, and fur- 
nished us to the very day of the armi- 
stice with munitions, planes, and ar- 
tillery, this failure would have been 
punished with disaster. It directly re- 
sulted in unnecessary losses to our 
gallant troops, in the imperilment of 
victory itself, and in an enormous 
waste of public funds literally poured 
into the breach created by gross neg- 
lect.

Senator Borah, who had said a few

“It looks doubtful now that we will 
get an agreement on the league plank, ” 
the senator said. 

“What has happened? ” 

“ Murray Crane and the international 
bankers of Wall street insist that this 
convention must adopt a plank indors- 
ing ratification of the league of nations 
with reservations.” 

“What does that mean?” 

“It means, so far as I am concerned, 
that we will carry the fight to the 
convention,” Senator Borah replied. 

. “And if the convention upholds a 
ratification plank?” 


Would Denounce Platform. 


“It means, so far as I am concerned, 
that I reserve the right to denounce 
the Republican platform in every 
forum of the United States,”’ the Idaho 
Senator replied. 

“How about Senator Johnson?” 
“I cannot speak for the senator 
from California,” was his reply. 

Senator Borah said he thought that 
_the subcommittee on resolutions was 
favorably disposed toward the compro- 

mise league plank, but information 
had been sent to its members that the 
full committee on resolutions would 
not accept it. 

In fact, it was reportéd that a can- 
vass of the resolutions had been made, 
the canvass demonstrating that the 
majority would insist upon a ratifica- 
tion and reservation plank. In short, 
the resolutions committee had served 
notice, it was declared, that it would 

reject a Johnson-Borah compromise 
plank if one should be submitted. 
Situation Looks Dark. 

Immediately following these disclo- 
sures one of the Republican stalwart 
leaders was overheard telling one of 
his Heutenants that the situation for 
the party looked dark and that a John- 
son-Borah bolt and formation of a third 
party were looming. 

Notwithstanding this threatening 
situation, some of the leaders on both 
sides were not without hope. Senator 
Medill McCormick of Plinois, an irrec- 
oncilable, said that he thought an 
agreement might yet be reached. . Sen- 
ator Lodge, chairman of the conven- 
tion and author of the senate reserva- 
tions, who was willing tc accept the 
compromise, had not abandoned hope 
that the ratificationists could be 
brought to terms. . 

Standing with Crane last night were 
said to be Senator Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin, Senator McCumber of North Da. 
kota, Senator Kellogg of Minnesota, 
and Senator Hale of Maine. Senator 
Smoot of Utah, tt was reported, was 
willing to accept the compromise. 

No direct statement after the confer- 
ence with Senators Watson and Smoot 
was made by Mr. Crane, but a few 
hours earlier he had authorized this 
statement: 

“Unless this convention adopts a 
treaty plank indorsing a league of na- 
tions with proper reservations,” he 
said, “the Republican party will 
jeopardize its chances of carrying the 
coming election and the question of 
the nomination will be of secondary 

importance.”

Public Utilities. 


In public utilities we favor the es- 
tablishment of an impartial tribunal 
to make an investigation of the facts 


and to render a decision to the end 


that there may be no organized inter- 
ruption of service necessary to the 
lives and health and welfare of the 
people. The decisions of the tribunals 
should be morally but not legally bind- 
ing, and an informed public sentiment 
be relied on to secure their accept- 
ance. The tribunals, however, should 
refuse to accept jurisdiction except for 
the purpose of investigation, as long 
as the public service be interrupted. 
For public utilities we favor the type 
of tribunal provided for in the trans- 
portation act of 1920. 

In private industries we do not advo 
cate the principle of compulsory arbi- 
tration, but we favor impartial com- 
missions and better facilities for volun- 
tary mediation, conciliation, and arbi- 
tration, supplemented by that full pub- 
licity which will enlist the influence 
of an aroused public opinion. The

MEDICS DISCUSS. 
NEW CURE FOR 
INFECTION 


Dr. N. M. Laporte’s discovery of a 
treatment for infected bone marrow 
and for cases of infection of the bonés 
and the membrane and tissue surround- 
ing them was the leading topic last 
night at the meeting of the Chicago 
Medical society. 

Dr. Laporte while in Baltimore used 
a double salt of aluminum and potas- 
sium nitrate for treating pus forming 
bone infections. It proved successful. 
Last fall he came to Chicago and pre- 
sented his discovery to Dr. J. Rawson’ 
Pennington, who, with Drs. Alfred A. 
Strauss, Philip Kreuscher, Paul Gron- 
nerud, and the discoverer, conducted 
a series of experiments at Mercy hos- 
pital. They declared they have found 
that a poultice of the salt of aluminum, 
potassium nitrate, and rolled oats will, 
by means of osmosis, bring the infec- 
tion out through the skin. This elimi- 
nates, in most cases, all necessity for 
surgical procedure. Cases which, have 
not been cured after repeated opera- 
ytions have been healed by this new

SOUTHERN VOTE PLAN BURIED. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT.

morhing John Gray of Idaho presented 
a resolution to the credentials Commit- 
tee to eliminate all delegates from con- 
gressional districts at the next conven- 
tion where the vote for Republican can- 
didates for congressman is less than 


17,000. Action was postponed indefi- 


nitely. 

Unfairness Is Shown. 
The result is that four southern 
states—South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Georgia—have district 
representativés in this convention from 
thirty-five congressional districts. In 
oily two of these districts were more 
than 7,000 votes cast in 1918. 
All of these thirty-five districts com- 
bined cast.only 2,662 Republican votes 
for congressmen in 1918. That fs not 
one-tenth the number of voteé Gast for 
Congressman Carl R. Childbiom of the 
Tenth Tilinois district. Yet this Chi- 
cago district has only two votes in the 
convention, as against all the district 
votes from the four named southern 
states. 
Contest Reveals Facts. 


One group of contestants from South 
Carolina argued at length for seats in 
the convention. The opposition assert- 
ed—and it was not disputed—that the 
contestants polled ofily 247 votes in the 
entire state. But in reply the contest- 
ants charged—and it was not ques- 
tioned—that the contestees polled only 
1.860 in the whole state. The official 
statistics indicate that the ¢harges 
are mild. They show that the regular 
Republican vote was only 1,550, instead 
of 1,680. Yet South Carolina has seven 
district delegates in the édénvention, 
while the Tenth district of Cook coun- 
ty, with its 33,097 Republican votes 
last time, has only two delegates. 

But consider the four states in their 
best light. Take four years ago in a 
presidential campaign. The Repubilic- 
an presidential vote tn é@ach state, its 
percentage of the total, together with 
the number of district delegates to the 
present convention, aré shown in the 
following little tabulation:

Francisco, Cal., June §.—Barly 
close of the prosecution’s case in the 
trial of William Harrison (Jack) Demp-

Washington, D. C., June 9.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Excessive prices of coal, petro- 
leur, steel, and steel products, cars, lo- 
comotives, and other supplies and 
equipment have cost. the railroads of 
the United States at least $600,000,000 
during the last three years, according 
to a supplemental report transmitted 
by W. Jett Lauck, consulting economist 
for the railroad labor organizations, to 
the railroad labor board. 

Unless profiteering is checked, Mr. 
Lauck declares, it will cost the rail- 
roads more than one billion dollars dur- 
ing the years 1920, 1921, and 1922.

_Seagirt, N, J., June 9.—Gov. Edward 
I, Edwards, a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidentia] nomination, issued

liberalization of the Volstead act and 
calling upon “the people of the United 
States, lawfully and by constitutional 
method prescribed, to rass udgmen 
act.” : 
“The Supreme court has declared 
the eighteenth amendment to be a 
part of the constitution and the Vol- 
stead act to be its statutory interpreta- 
tion,” the statement read. “That act 
is open to such amendment as the duly 
elected representatives of the people 
may enact. 


Will of People Supreme. 


“No power exists which is para- 
mount to the power of the people ex- 
pressed at the polls. There alone is 
sovereignty. Every candidate for con- 
gress, every state and legislative ofti- 
cial, and the candidates for the presi- 
dency itself, will be called upon this 
coming November to declare their po- 
sitions unmistakably on the sane and 
reasonable interpretation of the con- 


| stitutional amendment, in favor of the 


permissive use of light wines and 
beers, each state to determine its reg- 
ulations under the liberal limitations 
of a general federal statute. P 
“I appeal to the great and final ref- 
erendum of the American people.” 


Gives Causes of Fight. 


Gov. Edwards denounced the Vol- 
stead act on these eight grounds: 

“1. It attempts to regulate the habits 
of millions of our citizens. 

“ 2. In places in the class of criminals 
and lawbreakers millions of women all 
over the country who make light wines 
from home grown fruits for their 
own domestic use, as did their mothers 
before them. It places in the crimina! 
class millions of farmers who muke 
and mature cider from their own or- 
chards. 

“3. It places a ban on those mii- 
lions of our population to whom for 
untold generations light wines and 
beers have been as mucha part of 
their daily food as the bread upon their 


tables. . 
Evil Effect on Officials) 

“4. It has stimulated, by this pro- 
hibition of simple and harmiess bever- 
ages, the illicit distillation of harrnful 
liquors to twenty fold their former 
production. The agents of enforce- 
ment, both state and federal, have be- 
come either blackmailers of the law- 
breakers or partners In crime. A force 
of 1,000,000 men and the annual ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000,000 could not se- 
cure the adequate enforcement of this 
unwise and vicious legislation.

of their personal Iberties.

the hot daya come an it deteriorates 
rapidly in carelessly conducted places. 

Before the not weather comes on we 
can more easily. care for-a peck. of 
spinach at home than we perhaps real- 
ize. Last Saturday evening I bought 

a peck of spinach for 20 cents, and did 
not have time to give it the sort of 
care I intended, but tried this method, 
which worked perfectly: 

I put it in’a cool spot in thé open 
air and poured water over the paper 
bag containing it to wet that thor- 
oughly. I found this spinach in, just 
as fine condition on Monday afternoon 
as on Saturday night. It has neither 
wilted nor heated. If it had been much 
wet at the center it would have heated 
and rotted probably, but the evapora- 
tion from the wet bag kept it just 
right.
